The new state-house was built at 
an approximate cost 
of 
$4,500,000, 
including the grounds and furnish­ 
ings.

than $10,000,000 to replace the struc­ 
ture today. 
Actual w'ork 
on

building began May 6, 1911, and It 
w'as completed and turned over to 
the state on September 8, 1917. The 
structure w*as erected to replace the 
old state capítol, which was destroy­ 
ed by fire on Feb. 5, 1911. 
It was 
constructed of Southwest Missouri 
marble and limestone.

THE FOOTBALL SEASON. 
Football, 
recognized 
as the greatest 
amateur sport spectacle in the United 
States is swinging into its 1924 stride and 
will 
gradually 
work 
up to its climax 
Thanksgiving Day. Probably no other ama­ 
teur game in the world has such v power­ 
ful grip on its enthusiasts and during the 
past few years its growth has been phe­ 
nomenal. Football is the only sport in this 
country that attracts capacity audiences 
week after w’eek in every section. Specta­ 
tors may be turned away from one or tw’o 
baseball games on a single day but thou­ 
sands and thousands are unable to gain 
admission to the important football battles 
week after week, no matter where played. 
Huge stadiums have been erected but be­ 
fore they were completed as a rule it was 
found that for the major contests there 
was a vast shortage of seating capacity. 
There is a reason for this popularity. 
The game is confined almost entirely to 
the high schools, colleges and universities. 
Traditional rivalry adds a color and inter­ 
est entirely lacking in professional sport. 
It is a sport in which the professional has 
been unable successfully to make an en­ 
tering wedge. 
The public is secure in its 
belief that the players, always boys and 
young men, are out to win at all times and 
the hardships which they undergo in pre­ 
paring are evidence enough of the value 
of the game as a means of training the 
players in discipline and to each them 
that a “man can always get up after being 
knocked down.” It is a community inter­ 
est generally and is the greatest tie which 
binds the graduate to his alma mater. 
The colorful crowds, the college spirit, 
the love of physical combat, the thrill of a 
successful pass or a long snake-like run by 
a halfback—men hardly able to stand 
trying their best to hide their injuries in 
order not to be removed from the play 
and the sportsmanship of the players— 
these constitute football’s lure. 
Sedalia has its high 
school 
team of 
eager young battlers and already it has 
given proof that it is going to justify its 
existence. Backed by the proper local en­ 
thusiasm it will make a record for city 
and school, of which we will all be proud. 
+— * --------------- 
LIFE INSURANCE AND HOMICIDE. 
From the New York World. 
In 1923 the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company paid out $724,000 in homicide 
claims and came to the conclusion that it 
w’as time to look into the murder statis­ 
tics of the United States. 
It found, first, 
that our homicide rate is six times that of 
Canada in proportion to population and 
seventeen times that of England. 
The company proceeded to inquire into 
146 homicide cases for 1922 among its 
policy holders, concerning which it was 
possible to ascertain all the facts. 
It dis­ 
covered 32 so-called 
“justifiable homi­ 
cides.” 
Among the remaining 114 in­ 
stances there were 69 indictments. Of the 
45 cases in- which there were no indict­ 
ments, one-third of the assailants were still 
at large, 22 had committed suicide and 8 
were dismissed on the ground of insuffic­ 
ient evidence. 
Of the 69 indicted, 11 were never tried. 
Sixteen were tried and declared not guil­ 
ty. 
There was one mistrial. 
Of the 41 
judged guilty, 35 are serving time, 3 are 
being held for a new trial or pending an 
appeal, one has been paroled, one has 
been fined ancTone executed. 
Everybody know’s that there is some­ 
thing wrong with our administration of 
the criminal law. 
How to remedy the 
situation nobody seems to know. The one 
outstanding fact is that our police and 
our courts are less certain and less relent­ 
less in their operation than those of Eng­ 
land. 
Murderers too often get away. 
Perhaps the life 
insurance 
companies, 
which have a business interest in long life 
and fewer murders, can suggest some­ 
thing.
